Altona Council is to ask the Edu- 
cation Department to acquire oddi- 
tional land for the development of 
the new Altona East High School. 


The present school site is 15 acres — 
the standard size for all new high schools. 


The council feels, however, this stan- 
dard was set many years ago and these 
days a larger site is required if a high 
school is to be developed properly. 


The school site, in Blen- 
heim Road, was bought 
from the State Electricity 
Commission, which owns 
about 100 acres in the 
area. 

The SEC land at present 
is used for storing bri- 
quettes. 


The council will ask the 
Education Department to 
buy up to five acres more. 


The new high school is 
scheduled to open for first 
term next year, 


Four classrooms are 
planned to be built by 
February for the form one 
intake. 

Altona Town Clerk, Mr. 
J, W. Waters, said “mod- 
ern day experience shows 
that the average school 
yard is not big enough.

“The 15 acre standard 
was set years ago. _ 

“These days we can pro- 
vide better assembly halls, 
libraries, canteens and 
other facilities, as well as 
playing fields. 

“And we are reaching 
the day when every teach- 
er owns a car, so we need 
increased parking space. 

“The idea is to get the 
extra land now, so the 
school has the potential 
for full development. 

“Also, there is nothing 
wrong with having addi- 
tional open space.

“But if you were think- 
ing in terms of further 
development, such as a 
primary school and per- 
haps a teachers’ college on 
the same site, more than 
15 acres would be neces- 
sary.”

Caravanning is a way 
of life that appeals to 
all friendly folk who are 
interested in-the general 
process of living life to 
the full. It follows in the 
main therefore that 
caravanners care about 
their fellow men. 

It is because the 
American trailerists care 
about their fellow men 
that they have evolved 
these codes of ethics 
and I feel we could well 
emulate their example 
by formulating a few 
New Year resolutions of 
our own until our clubs 
and associations form 
their own codes, 


‘ PREPARING 


First, Iet us consider 
sensible preparations for 
any caravanning trip. 
Not just from our point 
of .view but from every 
angle. 

Resolve to make sure 
you are adequately cov- 
ered insurance wise to 
protect others and your- 
self in case of any ac- 
cident. 

Resolve to take your 
caravan in for a safety 
check in the same way 
you would the car. 

If there isn’t a cara- 
van safety check centre 
near you (and, some of 
the caravan repair con- 
cerns offer this service) 
resolve to jack the van 
up well in advance of 
the trip and thoroughly 
examine the chassis for 


cracks, the tyres for de- 
fects (they often look 
good until examined 
thoroughly), brake lines 
for fraying and faults, 
water tank for leaks and 
mildew, water pump 
lines for efficiency of 
operation, jacks, jockey 
wheel, wheel bearings 
and ‘springs for deter- 
ioration and safety 
chains for security. 


Lubrication of the 
van’s working parts is 
as important as your car 
lube, too. 


Resolve to pay special 
attention to the coupl- 
ing, jockey shaft and 
wheel, parking jacks, 
hubs and bearings, 
spring shackles, step, 
retaining nuts and 
bolts, window and hatch 
stays when putting the 
lubrication into opera- 
tion. . 

Resolve to make ab- 
solutely sure your rig 
complies with all the 
road safety and legal re- 
quirements of your 
State. Are your side mir- 
rors adequate for tow- 
ing 2—if not, resolve to 
get some bigger ones, 
made specifically for this 
purpose. 


TOWING 


-How does your van 
tow? If*there is pitch 
and sway even with a 
properly loaded van 
and you know the car 


is powerful enough to. 


pull a van of that par- 
ticular size, resolve to 
have a tow aid or sway 
hitch fitted. Not only 
will you find it far eas- 
ier to drive but you will 
be in charge of a far 
safer rig on the ‘road,

one’s fellow travellers, 
of course.

This nightmare of the 
quite possible future is 
seen through the eyes of 
a fireman who sudden- 
ly finds that he can no 
longer accept this life 
and in so doing creates 
a situation of conflict 
which has a chilling cli- 
max. 

Erich Von Daniken’s 
Chariots of the Gods? 
puts forward the pro- 
position that there is 
life out in space and 
that this life visited 
Earth ages ago in 
spaceships which primi- 
tive man regarded as 
gods. 

To prove this he 
makes a number of as--§- 
sumptions ~--and 
stretches facts to the 
limits of their plausibil- 
ity but nevertheless his 
controversial con- 
tention does raise, the 
nagging question of 
what if he’s right and 
for this reason alone 
the book is well worth 
reading.
